A vlatlbV Claimed two Lethbridge 
boys as victims on Sunday afternoon 
In the first airplane disaster in the 
city’s history, , 

Donald McKenzie. 18, son of Alder 
man W. L. McKenie, and Ivan Thom¬ 
son, 19, son of Dr. R. B. C Thomson, 
crasfied In a Moth plane, property of 
Southern Alberta Air Lines, Ltd, on 
the open prairie north of the Internat 
ional Harvester building in North 
Lethbridge shortly before three 
o’clock. 

The plane, now a total wreck, war, 
in charge of Thomson, who, offered 
to give his friend McKenzie^ Ills first 
trip aloft 

The boys light-heartedly took off 
from the local airport, circled Hcn- 
deson Lake and Duff Addition, pasrc ’ 
over the city to North Lethbridge 
and three minutes after they left tile 
ground, both were stretched out life 
les?, their bodies shattered by the 
terrific impac. 

A huge crowd quickly githered al 
the scene, offieia’s of the R C. M. P 
roped off the death scene and all will 
be closely guarded until the arrival 
of Inspector H. C Ingram, expected 
Monday morning who will carry out 
an -official investigation. 

At an altitude estimated by eye 
witnesses at three to four hundre i 
feet, the ship went into a spin, head 
directly for. the earth and struck 
with Such force that it was heard in 
many sections of the city.- Lothbr’dg.?

Ot these, Canada now has sevt al 
whose works show them to be second 
to none In the wirld. It is not an out 
rage to employ, particularly at this 
time, on our great public bui dingu 
and monuments, any architects < ther 
than architectural leaders? 

There is n.> more striking u\ampl.' 
of an architectural atrocity than the 
provincial parliament buildings anl 
some recent government and univer¬ 
sity buildings in Toronto, a city 
which thinks itself the simon-pure, 
last word in art and gold taste. Still 
greater atrocities are many of the 
eMdiers monuments which hve been 
erected throughout the country. 

Fortunately, one of Toronto’s most 
public-spirited citizens Hon. Vincent 
Massey, has a real artistic talent ln 
sicliitocture. When planning Hart 
House which his family built for and 
presented to the University of Toron¬ 
to, he called in Sproatt and Rolph, 
Canadians, who rank among the 
world's great architectural designer. 
They had already made their mark 
on the Victorla-Emmanuel Co lege 
buildings and are developing for that 
f ‘liege, in the vicinity of the Pariiam 
cut Buildings. a group of unusually 
fine stone public buildings. 

Another exa nple of gcod arclil- 
tectre in the same area is Knox Col¬ 
lege. the work of Chapman & Oxley.
